The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 1, 12, 14 are allowed based on the following: 

The prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly 
show or suggest: recursively performing steps (1)-(5) to solve said modified lifted 
Frobenius equation from a lowest reduced precision to the another reduced precision, 
wherein the another reduced precision is less than the first reduced precision, and 
repeating steps (a)-(f) one or more additional times to solve the lifted Frobenius 
equation to a full precision, wherein the result from step (f) is used as the first partial 
solution of step (a) for the next successively higher precision in addition to the other 
limitations in a manner as recited in claims 1, 12, 14. 

Claims 2 - 1 1 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 13, 16 - 18 are allowed due to allowed base claim 12. 
Claims 15, 19 - 21 are allowed due to allowed base claim 14. 

So as indicated by the above statements. Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
